CLASS HISTORY 


In September 1961, ninety timid students, the first 
freshman class in eight years, enrolled at Pinkerton 
Academy. With the able guidance of our adviser, 
Mr. MacDonald, we elected our first class officers: 
President, Gary Greenwood; Vice-President, Cynthia 
Nicoll; Secretary, Cathy Bellevue; Treasurer, Roger 
Cummings; and Student Council Members, Susan 
Smith and John Boisse. Janice Rowe wrote our 
class cheer and we became the “grand” class of 
1965. Our banner, proudly bearing the colors of 
turquoise and white, soon hung in the chapel. 

As the weeks sped by, October arrived, bringing 
with it our long awaited initiation. None of us 
will ever forget dressing up as Dopeys and Lulus 
and carrying signs proclaiming, “I am a big wheel 
being run down”. At the reception that night, the 
Seniors did their best to make us feel at home, 
even allowing Bruce MacLeod to ride in a beautifully 
decorated baby carriage. 

In June, at graduation, we proudly watched as 
Susan Smith was presented the Elias Haskett Derby 
Award. 

In our Sophomore year our class was enlarged 
by the Derry students from Hood Junior High 
School. On initiation day the new students had 
their turn at dressing up, as they paraded around 
school with bathing caps and nylon stocking hats, 
carrying signs which read “I am having a fruitful 
experience” and “I have a basic problem”. At the 
Sophomore Reception our class was officially united. 

This year we changed four of our officers. Linda 
Pelletier became Vice-President; Mary Owen, Sec- 
retary; Mary Lou Hamilton and Tom Buckley, 
Student Council members. Mrs. Phyllis Brown be- 


came our class adviser. After much debate, we 
changed our class adjective from “orand” to 
“colossal”. 


As the activities began, the Sophomore class was 


well represented. Betty Barrieau was chosen as a 
varsity cheerleader and Judy Simpson and Mary 
Lou Hamilton were selected for the Junior Varsity 
squad. Jean Anastasia, Linda Pelletier, and Janice 
Rowe became Chapel Pianists. Three of our class- 
mates—-Bill Newcomb, Scott Follansbee, and Gary 
Greenwood—became Lettermen. 

At graduation, Sharon Pieroni received the Wilder 
Music Award; Linda Pelletier received the Elias 
Haskett Derby Award, and John Boisse and Pat 
Sypher were given the Latin Award. 

We began our third year at the Academy an- 
ticipating the long awaited pleasures of being upper 
classmen. We were the first Juniors to have home- 
rooms in the spacious new Shepard Building. 

The only changes in our class officers were Ginny 
Hanf as Secretary and Bill Newcomb, Student Coun- 
cil Member. We were pleased to have Mrs. Brown 
back as our adviser, and we welcomed Mr. Johnson 
as our new adviser. 

On a day in November the whole class took 
part in initiating the underclassmen. They were good 
sports and we were happy to welcome them as 
fellow schoolmates. 

As activities started, Judy Simpson joined the 
Varsity cheering squad and Mary Lou Hamilton 
became the captain of the Junior Varsity Cheer- 
leaders. The Girls’ Field Hockey team fought hard 
and won the championship trophy for the class. 
Linda Pelletier became our first Letterwoman. 

On an enchanted night in February we were all 
whisked away to a land “Somewhere over the Rain- 
bow”. We realized, as we gazed at the colorful 
rainbow and beautiful castle that all our hours 
of work had not been in vain. The Class of ’65, 
working together, had made the first Prom in the 
Shepard gymnasium a truly memorable one. 

In the spring our enthusiasm for the Junior Play 


of four exciting years 


made “Once in Every Family” a tremendous success. 
It was the last play to be held in Adams Memorial 
Hall and our ticket sales hit a new high. 

On Class Day night the annual Declamation con- 
test was held in the auditorium. Five finalists pre- 
sented their Declamations and Judy Simpson placed 
first with “The Fish Story”. 

Jean Anastasia and Judy Simpson were selected 
as delegates to Girls’ State while Bill Newcomb 
and Harold Stevens represented us at Boys’ State. 
Judy was sent to Washington as a delegate to 
Girls’ Nation. 

At graduation Leslie Lessard received the Bing- 
ham Latin Prize and Susan Smith, the French Club 
Award. Wilder Music Awards were presented to 
Bruce Fellows, Cynthia Nicoll, Robert Moore, and 
Paul Vadeboncoeur. 

We were swirled into the activities of our senior 
year before we realized it. Pete Davenport was 
elected to the Student Council while our other of- 
ficers remained the same. We began our year of fun 
with the traditional Senior Corn Roast at Chase’s 
grove. The senior girls’ field hockey team flew into 
action and won the championship for the second 
year in a row. 


Betty Barrieau was chosen head cheerleader and 
as she beat the P. A. drum, Mary Lou Hamilton 


and Judy Simpson helped to cheer our team to 
victory. 
Another first was added to our list with the 


introduction of “Senior Spirit Week” set up to 
encourage school spirit during the last week of the 
football season. Football ended proudly as_ three 
seniors—Lance Keith, Bill Newcomb, and Gary 
Greenwood, were chosen for All State. 

The Senior Play, “The Mouse that Roared”’, was 
the first play to be held in the Shepard Auditorium. 
The class outdid itself by selling 1900 tickets. The 
cast and their guests enjoyed a spaghetti dinner 
in the cafeteria following the second performance. 

The measuring for caps and gowns, the taking 
of senior pictures, working on the yearbook, the 
practicing for Baccalaureate and Graduation re- 
minded us that our Academy days were coming to 
a close. The Senior Howl was our final fling as 
a class. After this, came Class Day and Graduation. 
And, as on graduation day, the Colossal Class of 
’65 marched down the Senior steps for the last 
time, we realized that our lives were just beginning. 
Pinkerton had opened the door to the future.
